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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Bedard, Takiguchi, 
Baker, or Takeuchi fail to teach means for displaying a menu of media, said menu of media representing contents of a plurality of 
recording/reproducing media. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Bedard teaches, "a method and apparatus for monitoring a viewer's 
viewing activities, determining not only the viewer's favorite channels, but also the viewer's preferred categories of programming, and 
configuring the display of an Electronic Program Guide ("EPG") or other suitable guide system in accordance with the viewer's viewing 
preferences." (Column 2, Line 6-12). The menu of categories represents contents of a plurality of recording/reproducing media (i.e. 
channels, shows). As the claims are now, the terms media and recoding/reproducing media are very broad. The Examiner invites the 
Applicant to clarify the claim language and clearly define what is meant by the term "recoding/reproducing media." Furthermore, the 
phrase "menu of media representing contents of a plurality of recording/reproducing media" is nonfunctional descriptive material and is 
not functionally involved in the steps recited. Thus, this descriptive material will not distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art in 
terms of patentability, see In re Gulack, 703 F.2d 1381, 217 USPQ 401, 403 (Fed. Cir. 1983); In re Lowry, 32, F.3d 1579, 32*USPQ2d 
1031 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 
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
